WERTHER 


ACT ONE 


The Magistrate, a widower, is rehearsing (in July!) his 
children in a Christmas carol while the eldest Charlotte is 
preparing to go to a ball with her cousin, Werther, a poet. 
The Magistrate’s friends, Schmidt and Johann, tell us about 
Werther’s melancholy nature and of Albert, Charlotte’s fiancé 
who has been absent almost a year. Having given her young 
brothers and sisters their bread-and-butter supper, Charlotte 
leaves with Werther. Albert has come home and is re- 
assured by Sophie, Charlotte’s sister, that Charlotte is faithful 
to him. Returned from the ball, Werther declares his love 
to Charlotte. She returns his feelings but tells him that at 
the wish of her dying mother she had pledged herself to 
marry Albert. Werther replies “If you fulfil that promise, | 
shall die." 


ACT TWO 


A Sunday afternoon three months later. The villagers are 
celebrating their pastors golden wedding. Charlotte is 
married happily enough to Albert. Werther sings of his 
despair. Albert attempts to console him and Sophie begs 
him to dance with her at the festivities. Charlotte, when 
Werther tells her he still loves her hopelessly, suggests he 
transfer his affections to Sophie and begs him not to see 
her again before Christmas. In a black mood Werther 
refuses to dance with Sophie, declares he is going away 
never to return and departs leaving everybody rather dis- 
turbed. 


ACT THREE 


Scene 1. Christmas has come. We find Charlotte re-reading 
all Werther's letters. Despite herself she still loves him but 
prays for fortitude. Without warning, Werther re-appears, 
unable to keep his vow to stay away. There is a passionate 
duet where Werther quotes from “Ossian”? in the famous 
air *Pourquoi me reveiller". Charlotte leaves him and Wer- 
ther rushes out saying he is going to his death. Indeed 
soon after, Albert receives a note from Werther asking him 
to lend him his pistols as he is going on a long journey. 
Charlotte hurries away hoping to avert a tragedy. 


After an Intermezzo, Scene 2 opens in Werther's room. 
He has indeed shot himself and is dying when Charlotte 
reaches him. She blames herself for the tragedy and tells 
Werther she had loved him from the beginning. He is 
made happy by this and by Charlotte’s first kiss. Outside 
the children sing the carol they had been rehearsing for 
the past six months.
